Aims  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society. 

To  have  up-to-date  information  on  all  matters  of  importance  touching  the 
welfare  of  destitute  or  neglected  children. 

To  co-operate  effectively  with  other  charitable  agencies. 

To  try  to  improve  the  condition  of  each  child  within  its  home,  and  to 
prevent  the  separation  of  families  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  the  welfare 
of  the  children. 

To  give  each  child  that  has  to  be  taken  from  its  natural  home  real  family 
life. 

METHODS. 

The  Society  investigates  cases  reported  to  it  of  destitute  children,  advises 
or  refers  them  to  proper  charities,  if  they  cannot  be  aided  in  their 
own  homes,  and  accepts  them  as  wards  if  it  is  absolutely  necessary. 
It  also  accepts  as  wards  those  children  of  degenerate  parents,  that  are 
committed  to  it  by  the  court. 

The  Placing-out  Agency — after  making  careful  investigation  of  the  home, 
places  children  in  families,  chiefly  in  the  country  under  careful  super- 
vision. It  also  finds  temporary  boarding  homes  for  children  in  the 
country,  when  the  parents  or  some  other  society  can  assure  the  board. 

Home  Libraries  are  placed  in  the  homes  of  children  in  poor  neighborhoods, 
with  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  family'  together,  of  encouraging  good 
reading  and  home  amusements. 

Ten   children   under   a    child   librarian    and    a    volunteer   visitor   meet 
weekly  in  the  living-room  of  the  librarian's  family.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY 
For  the  Year  Ending  October  31,  1904. 


At  this  Forty-fourth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Henry  Watson 
Children's  Aid  Society  we  are  glad  to  bring  to  those  interested 
in  children  a  report  of  increased  work  well  done.  One  hundred 
and  ten  new  children  have  come  to  us  as  wards  and,  after  spend- 
ing a  short  time  in  the  Linden  House,  have  been  sent  to  country 
homes.  Sixty-three  of  the  children  were  brought  to  us  by  their 
parents  or  friends,  and  none  were  accepted  until  it  was  clearly 
proven  to  be  the  best  thing  for  the  child.  Thirty-eight  were 
sent  by  magistrates  because  of  lack  of  proper  guardians  and  nine 
came  to  us  from  institutions. 

The  homes  in  the  country  are  carefully  selected,  and  'after 
the  child  is  placed,  visited  twice  each  year  to  see  that  satis- 
factory conditions  continue,  that  the  child  gets  to  school  and 
church  regularly,  and  that  his  physical  condition  remains  good. 
Frequently  children  need  to  be  removed  on  account  of  the 
changed  conditions  of  the  home  itself;  foster  father  or  mother 
may  die,  objectionable  people  come  into  the  near  neighborhood 
or  the  family  may  move  into  a  new  neighborhood  distant  from 
schools.  More  frequently  the  children  come  back  to  us  after 
two  months  or  even  a  year's  trial  because  they  are  not  satis- 
factory; they  have  unfortunate  habits  with  which  the  family 
cannot  cope  and  it  is  better  for  them  to  be  placed  in  a  different 
home.  During  the  past  year  we  have  placed  105  children  for 
the  first  time,  12  for  the  second,  2  for  the  third,  and  1  for  the 
fourth.  We  have  also  allowed  29  children  to  return  to  their 
parents  or  friends,  who  have  become  able  to  care  for  them,  sent 
4  to  the  school  for  feeble-minded  at  O wings  Mills,  8  to  institu- 
tions for  young  children,  either  because  they  needed  special  care 
or  because  there  were  objections  to  their  going  to  the  country 
permanently,  1  to  the  National  Junior  Republic  and  6  to  reform- 
atories. The  most  of  the  children  who  went  to  institutions 
could  have  been  kept  in  private  homes  had  we  had  the  money 
to  pay  for  special  treatment.  We  now  have  380  children  in 
country  homes,  12  of  these  are  boarding  and  5  are  on  wages. 

Until  the  children  are  16  years  of  age  we  require  for  them 
four  and  one-half  months'  schooling  each  year.     To  really  get

this  requires  constant  watchfulness.  The  foster  parents  want 
the  children  to  have  it,  but  in  many  instances  do  not  see  the 
importance  of  starting  them  in  at  the  opening  of  school,  and 
then  bad  roads  or  sickness  keeps  them  at  home  and  the  school 
term  ends  without  the  child  having  had  full  time.  Our  visitors 
have  made  a  special  point  of  school  attendance  the  past  two 
years  and  the  results  are  better. 

Home  Our   Home  library  department    has  never 

Libraries.  been  in  a  more  healthful  condition.  During  the 
winter  we  had  30  groups,  and  the  attendance  at 
most  of  them  was  good.  This  summer  all  the  cases  were  called 
in  and  the  books  thoroughly  gone  over;  200  were  mended  and 
quite  a  number  were  thrown  out  as  past  repair.  89  new  books 
came  in  in  answer  to  an  appeal.  Two  of  our  managers  and  one 
of  our  visitors,  who  made  a  special  study  of  Home  Library  work 
in  Boston  and  at  the  Summer  School  in  Philanthrophy  in  New 
York  this  year,  have  rearranged  the  books,  and  already  19  cases 
have  gone  out.  If  our  visitors  will  realize  the  far-reaching 
importance  of  their  work  and  study  to  make  the  books  not  only  a 
pleasure  to  the  children,  but  also  an*  inspiration  to  better  living 
and  helpfulness  to  others,  our  library  department  will  rank  with 
our  placing-out  department  in  usefulness. 

At  Christmas  time  our  friends  made  it  possible  for  us  to  give 
a  party  at  the  Linden  House  to  the  Home  Library  Children,  and 
in  the  summer  one  of  our  managers  ;invited  them  all  to  his 
beautiful  place  in  the  country,  where  the  children  had  a  most 
charming  time  with  straw  rides,  boats,  swings,  see-saws  and  all 
the  other  things  that  make  a  day  in  the  country  beautiful  to 
children. 

In  connection  with  this  library  work,  the  General  Secretary 
would  like  to  tell  the  friends  of  children  whom  this  report  may 
reach  of  a  plan  she  heard  this  summer,  which  seemed  to  her  a 
very  good  one  for  all  concerned.  Parents  who  wish  to  have  their 
own  children  share  some  of  their  good  things  with  other  children 
less  fortunate,  may  get  the  names  and  addresses  of  children 
placed  in  homes  in  the  country,  and  each  week  or  each  month 
have  them  send  on  the  paper  or  magazine  which  has  come  to  them. 
This  paper,  coming  in  theVcountry  child's  own  name,  would  be 
eagerly  watched  for  and  add  much  to  the  pleasure  of  the  whole 
household  and  would  be  an  education  in  more  ways  than  one  to 
the  city  child  who  faithfully  sent  it. 
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The  Linden  To  this  House,  at  1205  Linden  Avenue,  came 

House.  the  no  new  children  and   the  60  who  have  been 

returned,  or  who  have  been  there  in  order  to  get 
special  medical  treatment.  Our  matrons  from  the  first  gives  them 
the  feeling  that  here  the}7  have  friends,  and  any  one  seeing  the 
happy  faces  would  know  the  children  realized  it.  The  average 
number  at  the  House  has  been  12.  Regular  instruction  in  books 
was  difficult  to  obtain  for  them,  as  their  ages  were  so  varied  and 
they  were  in  the  House  such  a  short  time,  but  during  the  whole 
of  last  winter  we  had  a  teacher  for  them  for  two  hours  each  day. 
We  felt  this  a  great  advantage  and  hope  to  make  the  same 
arrangement  again. 

This  summer  an  agreement  was  entered  into  with  the  School 
Board  by  which  we  give  them  the  use  of  a  part  of  the  Linden 
House  for  a  Parental  School,  where  truant  boys  may  be  committed 
for  the  school  term  and  given  special  instruction. 

The  School  Board  provides  the  teacher  and  pays  the  watch- 
man, but  the  matron  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  is  responsible 
for  the  care  of  the  boys  out  of  school  hours.  She  mothers  them 
and  through  the  kindly  but  firm  influence  of  the  House,  helps  to 
teach  them  a  wholesome  respect  for  law. 

We  can  only  accomodate  ten  at  any  one  time,  but  the  certainty 
that  at  some  time  or  other,  separation  from  home  and  friends  will 
come,  if  the  school  attendance  laws  are  not  obeyed,  keeps  many 
a  boy  in  school.  The  School  Board  has  nicely  fitted  out  the 
school  room  with  desks  and  appliances  for  manuel  training  and 
has  placed  an  experienced  teacher  in  charge,  and  we  think  there 
is  good  reason  to  believe  the  Parental  School  will  be  one  of  the 
good  restraining  influences  of  the  city,  which  will  help  work  out 
the  salvation  of  manjr  children. 

Bureau  of  Since  moving  into  our  new  quarters  in  the 

Information.  Federated  Charities  Building,  we  have  had 
more  room  and  have  been  able  to  more  satis- 
factorily see  applicants  at  the  office.  The  Society  holds  itself 
read}7  to  investigate  all  cases  of  children  that  come  to  it  and  help 
in  so  far  as  it  can,  either  by  directing  to  the  proper  charities  or 
by  helping  people  to  help  themselves.  During  the  past  year 
our  advice  has  been  asked  touching  258  children  (this  does  not 
include  the  home  libraries),  no  were  accepted  as  wards  and  the 
others  cared  for  either  by  their  own   friends  or  by  the  proper 
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charities.  A  record  card  is  kept  for  each  one  that  applies,  and 
for  each  of  our  wards  a  full  record  is  kept  from  the  time  they 
come  to  us. 

Some  Conditions  All  of  this  work,  so  far  as  it  goes,  is

Should  Meet.  healthy  child,   the   attractive   child,    and 

through  the  Parental  School,  even  the 
disobedient,  truant  child.  The  very  ill  child  we  can  always  find 
hospital  treatment  for,  but  for  the  poor,  little,  dull,  unattractive 
or  delicate  child  there  is  no  place,  and  many  times  all  that  child 
needs  to  develop  him  into  a  normal,  useful  man  is  proper  loving 
surroundings.  The  thing  the  Society  needs  to  make  it  able  to 
meet  this  condition  is  money  to  pay  board  for  such  children — to 
pay  whatever  is  necessary  to  keep  them  in  the  right  place,  where 
all  that  is  good  and  lovely  in  them  can  be  developed,  and  where 
they  can  be  given  special  instruction,  if  need  be,  until  they  can 
enter  school  on  a  par  with  other  children. 

There  are  plenty  of  good  homes  in  Maryland  ready  to  take 
these  children  and  do  what  we  ask  for  them,  but  they  cannot 
afford  to  do  it  week  after  week  free  of  charge. 

There  is  another  great  class  of  children  who  need  temporary 
care — father  and  mother  ill,  or  one  or  the  other  dead.  Any  one 
who  has  seen  the  home  sickness  of  children  when  taken  away 
from  their  own,  would  agree  that  brothers  and  sisters  should  be 
kept  together  when  possible.  The  Children's  Aid  Society  can 
find  boarding  homes  where  the  whole  family  can  go  for  from 
$1.50  to  $2.50  each  per  week. 

Let  us  have  some  place  in  Baltimore  where  children  can  be 
kept  together  in  families  and  the  natural  love  of  brothers  and 
sisters  fostered,  and  not  be  obliged  to  put  all  under  four  in  one 
institution,  all  between  two  and  eight  in  another,  and  almost  no 
place  for  all  over  twelve. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Charity  Organization  Society,  the 
Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor,  the  Society 
for  Protection  of  Children  for  their  hearty  co-operation;  and  the 
Maryland  University,  the  Maryland  General  and  St.  Joseph's 
Hospitals,  the  Union  Protestant  Infirmany  and  the  Dispensaries 
of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospitals,  the  Garrett  Hospital  and  the 
Baltimore  Eye,  Ear  and  Throat  Hospital  for  the  care  they  have 
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given  our  sick  children;  and  also  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio,  the 
Western  Maryland,  the  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania  Railroad, 
the  Weems  Line  and  the  Chesapeake  Steamship  Company  for 
special  rates  given  our  agents  when  visiting  our  wards.
